And vet. in this busy, money-getting age, 
there are but few, perhaps, who give due 
credit to his effort*, or fully appreciate the 
honesty of purpose which prev. ded all hi* 
acts. Certain it is. that if a man less self 
ish. less arrogant, and less ambitious for 
the applause of the multitude, had ts'en 
placed in command "f the continental army, 
that body would never have held together, 
or have witnessed the victories at Saratoga, 
at Trenton, at Yorktown. and the final 
evacuation of New York City by the Hritish 

triktjw. 

The genius of \\ usliingtoti. hi* liojs-ful- 
ness. and his indomitable courage, in- 
spired his men, and won their affection* to 
a remarkable degree. ISspite the priva- 
tions which the patriot army waa called 
upm to endure, the < nipirach'a of sub- 
ordinate officer a, tho i miction and disre- 
spei-t of the Congr'4*. Wuahington main- 
tained uot only the ivajiect of his soldier*, 
but their ronfldeiioc and esteem. Perhapa 
nowhere was this more signally shown than 
in the year 1777 . when, after the disastrous 
battle of Germantown, he took his famished 
and disheartened troops into winter »|uar- 
ters at Valley Forge. 

The battle of Germantown was the eul- 
minution of u series of defeats for the 
army under Washington, though none of 
them was the result of iucaisu ity or lack 
of judguicut on his part Other causes had 
combined, in every instance, to muke his 
plan* abortivo. There was inattention to 
orders by his subordinate oflicers, inability, 
or neglect, on the part of the commissa- 
riat to furnish needed supplies, unit finally, 
at Germantown, in t »c tuber, when u divisive 
blow might have been dealt the force* of 
the enemy, a dense fog, that threw the 
patriot t roops into coufnsiou and turned a 
buttle that promised tola- a glorious victory 
Into a humiliating defeat. All tins came, 
too. at a most unfortunate time for the 
Conimundcr-in-Chief. In the North General 
Gates had jus* defeatist General Hurgovne 
at Hiinituga. and his success had uot only 
increased his own exulted estimate of his 
iui)>ortuiirc, but had caused the con- 
spirators. Conway. Hoc. ami others, who had 
Ix'cn scheming to sivni-e Washington's re- 
moval. to 'vdoub'e their efforts to secure 
their ends. Gate* imd written a diffuse amt 
vain-glorious uc-ouut of his victory und 
transmitted tt to Congress, thus utterly 
ignoring his Coiniiiuniior-m-( hief
